3. Claims 5371-5395 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 5371 is deemed indefinite insofar as it is not clear how the final step of "using . . . 
the blended synthesis gas as a combustion fuel for heating the formation" relates to the previous 
"allowing heat to transfer from heaters", "heating a first section of the formation" and "heating a 
second section" steps which require the use of "heaters". In this regard, note also dependent 
claim 5382 which calls for the heater to comprise a "natural distributed combustor", thus 
utilizing hydrocarbon or combustible material of the coal formation itself. 

Claims 5372-5395 are also indefinite insofar as they depend from claim 5371. 

4. Claims 53 71-5395 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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5. Claims 5214-5268, 5270-5272, 5276-5302, 5304-5333, 5335-5337 and 5341-5370 are
